There are very slight changes in 
currency; the discount on silver is 
less than last week. 

The government has just bought in 
San Francisco 1,670,000 ounces of fine 
silver. Of this amount, 500,00 ounces 
will be shipped to the Carson Mint. 
This will keep both Mints running 
until Sept. Ist. 

The mining market has made a 
number of peculiar and unaccountable 
changes during the week. All of the 
leading stocks have fallen. California 
has dropped $3; Consolidated Vir- 
ginia, $1 50;Union, $1: Eureka Con- 
solidated, $13, etc. Some of the 
stocks remaio unchanged or have 
fallen; others have made very slight 
advances. There have been no ship- 
ments of bullion from the bonanza 
mines this month. It is therefore 
very probable that both California and 
Consolidated Virginia will pass their 
next divideod. Each mine is taking 
out about 250 tons of ore per day. In 
January, 1875, California was worth 
$780 per share, or, at the present num- 
ber of shares, $156. Consolidated 
Virginia, January 6, 1875, sold for 
$715 per share, or $143, present num- 
ber of shares. Both mines were then 
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worth $161,000,000. Since then they 
have paid $67,000,000 in dividends, 
and are now worth $18,000,000. 

The reason for the fall in Eureka 
Consolidated does not appear. This 
mine is monthly yielding about $400,- 
000 and has to date paid thirty-three 
dividends, aggregating $2,650,000. 

The Nevada Bank has reduced its 
loans of California to $5, same as Con- 
solidated Virginia. 

The Sutro tunnel is being driven 
straight across the Comstock lode to 
the west wall.

The changes in trade and the prices 
of produce vary but little and will be 
noted best by the reader. 

Flour and grain are firm at last 
week’s prices. Eggs are in demand, 
and Butter finds a better market. 
Poultry is dull. Of Fruit and Vege- 
tables the market is stocked. Fruit is 
very low. Good Hay is not plentiful. 
Wool aales are light and there is little 
demand. At home trade has been 
duller than for months. The cause of 
this is that the farmers are in the 
midst of their harvest. Beef Cattle 
and Sheep have fallen lc. The Meat 
Shipping Association will not ship 
fresh meat before Sept 1st. The local 
freight trade on the C. P.R. R. is 
very good, but the hot weather, close- 
ness of money and the shortening of 
outside or farmers’ trade causes the 
Reno trade to be very dull at present. |

SENATOR JONES ON ‘SHE SOUTH- 
EN POLICY. 


——- - -— 


In relation to the Southern policy 
of President Hiyes, Senator Jones says 
its adoption was a necessity, and that 
six months before the inauguration of 
Mr. Hayes General Grant had reached 
the conclusion that pelicy and the 
will of the majority advised the with- 
drawal of the federal troops from the 
Southern States. The Senator says: 

The election of President Hayes was 
all that prevented General Grant from 
pursuing the same course. I know 
that six months before the inaugura- 
tion of Hayes, Grant had determined 
that the colored voters of the United 
States could not be protected by 
United States troops. Our govern- 
ment isa peculiar one. It is founded 
on the principle that the majority will 
rule, and that the fact that it it a ma- 
jority invests it with power to prvtect 
itself. In such a government, if the 
majority can not, or will not, protect 
itself. it is almost imposssble to pro- 
tect it by any agency outside of itself, 
If the negroes in the South were in the 
minority, and their rights were tram- 
pled on by the white majority, the 
case would be different. As it was, 
the continued presence of federal 
troops in the South gave a power- 
ful weapon for political warfare to 
the opponents of the Republican 
party, while they really subserved 
no practical end. They could not pre- 
vent intimidation, for they could_only 
cover very few districts. The people 
of the North would have been right- 
fully considered as cravens had no effort 
been made to protect the men whom 
they had freed. They made the effort 
nobly, and it has failed. General 
Grant saw this; he realized that a ma- 
jority which was unable, through 
ignorance, to protect itself, could not, 
from the very nature of the govern- 
ment itself, be protected by bayonets, 
and but for the coming speedy change 
in the administration, I really believe 
that he would have taken the respon- 


sibility of withdrawing the troops. 


The HLnterprise says that in the re- 
cent interview with Senator Jones no 
reference was made to the outrageous 
discriminations against this State by 
the Union and Central Pacific railroad 
com panies—discriminations which are 
rubbing the people of Nevada of mil- 
lions of dollars annually. We hope to 
hear the Senator announce, with the 
vehemence which characterizes his 
tireless assault upon the Eastern gol 
rings, that this robbery of our people 
must be stopped.
